—Says Irving S. Paull

these days, was compltoly exploded 
at AVednewliu-'s noon day luncheon of 
the Kinvanla club by Irving S. Paull, 
director of Ihe congressional commit- 
tee, which nearly two years ago 
started the important federal inquiry 
into the high cost oflivlng. 


Mr. Paull, who was introduced to 


the Kitt'iinting by Mr. AV. AA". Ander- 
son, prominently identified with the 
retail mercantile life of Portsmouth, 
is a forceful speaker, a man who 
deals in facts and fifeures and his 
message . helped to- dear away the 
Imze of doubt that may still linger 
concerning thc alleged high cost of 
many commodities. Mr. Paull used 
a chart, showing the many stages the 
' raw material was compelled to pass 


before it reached the consumer. 


He spoke for nearly three-quarters 


of an hour, and staled that he had 
Imt scratched tl'ic surface. He-argued 
that the social life had changed—and 
that the people were demanding the 
auto, the aeroplane, elevator service— 
compared to other days when the ox 
en rt and "shanks" horses entered into 
Ihe retail life of a community. 


Mr. Paull, who knows his subject, 


is to speak this evening nt the high 
school auditorium under tlie auspices 
i>f the Women's Federated Clubs. The 
subject of his message tnis evening 
will be, "AVhere Does Your Dollar 
(Jo:" The lecture will IMS free and 
women especially are invited. 


In his address before tlie Kiwan- 


ians Mr. Paull said: .

Appalling Disaster To Public 


WASHINGTON, .Tan. S—Wllure of 
coal miners uud operators to agree on 
u new wage scale, resulting in an- 
other strike next spring, would re- 
sult in an "appalling disaster to the 
public" through the crippling of vari- 
ous utilities, the federal coal commis- 
sion was told today by John W. Ut-b 
of New York, chairman of the public 
utilities commission on coul, which 
represents the American Has Asso- 
ciation and the American Electrical 
Utiilrund Association.
